"Big Navy" Boom Started Just 
76 Years Ago This Wednesday 


Battle of the Iron-Clad Union Vessel Monitor and the 


Confederate Vessel Merrimac Took Place at 


Hampton Roads 76 Years Ago Today

Although few will remember it, to- 


day is the seventhy-sixth anniversary 
of an event which revolutionized nnvnl 
construction and started the ship- 
building rncc which has, with n' few 
lapses, grown Into n marathon night- 
mare of floating nrirtnmcnts. 


On this day, seventy-six years ngo, 


the' Iron-clnd Union vessel Monitor 
cngngctl 
the 
iron-clad 
Confederate 


vessel Merrimac in buttle at Hamp- 
ton Roads, Virginia. Considering the 
enormous consequences of this nnval 
engagement, It is an irony of history 
that the battle ended in a draw. 


In the spring o! 1861, the Federals had 


to abandon Norfolk Nnvy Yard in a 
hurry, so they .scuttled, fjred 
and 


sank.the stciim-frigntc Mcrrimne. The 
Confcdonatcs, 
on 
Inking over 
the 


nnvy yard, raised and rebuilt the Mer- 
rimac. 


Tho central part was cut down al- 


most to the wiilerlinc to form a gun 
deck for a floating buttery. Over this, 
a housing WHS constructed at a 45-de- 
gree angle and was covered with iron 
plate. The stem and stern were also 
covered with iron plate and an iron 
ram was affixed to the stem. The 
Mierrirmic was fitted out with eight 
11-Inch guns in broadside nnd two 100- 
pound cannon fore and aft. 


Saturday, March 8, was a peaceful 


sunny day. In Hampton Roads, a fleet 
of Northern wooden ships swung idly 
at anchor. Suddenly the Merrimac ap- 
peared and steamed in leisurely fash- 
ion to a point 300 yards from the U; 
S. Congress, a frigaie. Then she open- 
ed up with her cannon. Every man 
Except one at Die guns on the Con- 
gress was disabled. 
Next, the Mer- 


rimac turned her attention to the 
Cumberland, a sloop of 24 guns. She 
stove in the Cumberland's side with 
her ram and sank her. 


Two ships destroyed and 250 officers 


nnd men killed, drowned and wound- 
ed, were the Mcrimac's achievements 
on that day. In return for all thjs, 
she had had two men killed and eight 


wounded. 
Bullets nnd cannon-balls 


hntl simply bounced off her into the 
water. 


Tho disconcerting news was tele- 


graphed north. In answer, the Monitor 
wns sent from Brooklyn Navy Yard to 
Hampton Roads. 


She looked like a chcesebox on a 


raft. All that wius visible above water 
was a rotating turret nine feet high 
nnd twenty in diameter, n small pilot 
house forward and a small funnel aft. 
Tnc turret was covered with nine- 
incn thick iron mid housed two 11-jnch 
guns that san in for loading. The rest 
of the Monitor was covered with fivc- 
fncli iron. Shu was oniy one-fifth the 
size of the Merrhniic. 


On the eventful morning of the 9lh, 


she .steamed out nnd challenged the 
other iron-Had which had returned 
to take up her task of destroying the 
northern fleet. Hundreds stood on the 
Chc.speiikc shore to wiilili the monsters 
hurl fire and jron ut one another. Like 
two shell-hack tortles they clawed and 
bit but could not make » clout on one 
another. 
Suddenly, the Merrimac 


turned and maneuvered into position 
for the crucial test—the ram. But that 
failed this time. 


Finally the two iron-clads drew 


npart and went their separate ways. 


Two months after the battle, the 


Merrimac was blown up by the Con- 
federates to keep her from fulling into 
northern hands. Seven months later, 
the Monitor sank off Cape Hattcrns 
whjlc being towed by a steamer. 


Despite the seemingly fruitless end 


of the Morrimac-Munitor battle, im- 
portant things resulted. One of them 
w;i.s that on that day, the great wood- 
en navies of the world became obso- 
lete. A new era in the building of 
warships began, the first change since 
the introduction of gunpowder. 


Today, seventy-six years later, with 


President Roosevelt asking and Con- 
gress considering an appropriation of 
$800.000,000 for naval armaments, we 
are witnessing the logical conclusion 
of the Monitor-Merrimac encounter.

WASHINGTON. - (/!', - A federal 
roject costing about 550,000.0(10 to re- 
train the ordinarily "inch-deep" Red 
river Jrom occasional disastrous over- 
flows in Texas, Arkansas, Oklahoma 
and Louisiana appeared Wednesday 
nearer to realization. 


Two developments quickened hopes 


of proponents of the Dennison dam 
project on the stream that separates 
Texas and Oklahoma and winds on 
through Arkansas and Louisiana into 
the Mississippi. They were: 


Announcement by army engineers 


that they were nearly ready to .sub- 
mit to congress a final report, with 
recommendations, based on an an- 
alysis of a preliminary study of the 
darn proposal made by field engineers 
from Vieksburg, Miss., last year. 


The report, which first must go to 


the secretary of war and later to the 
president, was held up somewhat, the 
engineers said, by the recent Red river 
rampages, altering the stream's course.

An aide said Rayburn would insist 


that the Dennison dam be included in 
any new flood control act drafted ut 
this session of congress.

of Guilty Before U. S.

TEXARKANA.—Hearly 
A. Avery, 


56-year-old negro of Prescott, Ark., 
pleaded guilty here Tuesday before 
United States Commissioner Flippin 
Cook to charges of using Hie mails to 
defraud in connection with u "gold- 
finding" machine which a white man 
of El Dorado, Ark., sought to purchase 
fiT.m him. 


The negro was bound over to the 


federal grand jury for the western 
district of Arkansas and was held 
in lieu of ?1.000 bond. Deputy United 
States Marshal Charles A. Beaslcy 
carried him to Fresco11 where he was 
placed in jail. 


Post Office Inspector J. L. Myers 


of Texarkana earlier had obtained 
a confession from the negro, who ad- 
mitted having obtained around 5500 
from V. J. Allder of El Dorado to pur- 
chase one of the "^old-finding" con- 
traptions. The money was paid to the 
negro in various amounts on different 
occasions during a five-year period 
beginning in 1932, according to Myers. 


Allder wished to purchase one of 


the machines, Myers said he was in- 
formed, and advanced money to the 
negro to obtain one for him. The de- 
vices were represented as being obtain- 
able in Germany, Myers said he learn- 
ed.

To Last 10 Days 


Bailey expressed the belief the leg- 


islature could carry out his program 
in 10 days. He will outline his plans 
before a joint session of the house and 
senate soon after the legislature opens. 


"I prefer that first action be on 


highway legislation," said the gover- 
nor. "That is the most important item. 
Economjc benefits to the state from 
this legislation will be incalculable. 


"This session should provide some- 


thing over 57,000,000 plus WPA aid 
for highway work immediately. The 
amount of money to be spent on roads 
and highways in the next few years 
will be over ?20,000,000 as a result of 
the session." 


Bailey said he did not think he 


would Jnclude civil service in his call. 
Last Saturday lie indicated he might 
include the subject to define a clear 
policy as to rights of discharged em- 
ployes. 


There have been repeated predic- 


tions of efforts to repeal the state civ- 
il service law.

Establishment of a good permanent 


pasture should receive great consid- 
eration, since livestock can be raised 
on n good pasture for about one-third 
of what it costs to raise them on har- 
vested feed. Much of the land now 
in poor pastures, which are usually 
nothing more than exercise lots for 
livestock, can be made into good pas- 
tures. The additional cost of fertilizer 
and seed will be repaid many times 
bi the increased value of livestock and 
livestock products. 
' -he best .grass for the pasture is 
Bermuda which may be established by 
the use of sod pieces about 4 inches 
on the side. The land should first 
be broken about 6 or 7 inches deep, 
and dragged or harrowed. 
Furrows 


about 2 led apart are opened 5 or 6 
inches deep. During March the sod 
pieces are pressed into place in the 
furrow, grass side up, completely cov- 
ered with a drag or brush, and then 
lightly harrowed. Before April 1, 6 
to 8 pounds per acre of lespedeza may 
be sown on the surface without cover- 
ing. 
Common lespedeza will increase 


the the value of the pasture because 
it .is later than the other lespedezas, 
and is more certain of reseeding itself, 
according to Charles F. Simmons, Ex- 
tension 
agronomist, 
University 
of 


Arkansas College of Agriculture. 


Manure is the best fertilizer for the 


pasture, Mr. Simmons said. If it is 
not available, 200 pounds of a 4-12-4 
fertilizer, applie'd broadcast just af- 
ter sodding, will hasten the establish- 
ment of the new pasture. Especially 
on thin land will fertilizer be neces- 
sary. 


Grazing pasture the first year is not 


a good practice, the agronomist said, 
but weeds should be destroyed by 
plowing or mowing. The grass may be 
grazed the second year if it is well 
enough developed, which will depend 
on the care given the pasture to see 
that it is well established. 


The late plowing under of large vol- 


umes of green winter-grown legumes

upon the character of the legume, and 
the rapidity of its .growth in the spring, 
Mr. Nelson said. Hairy vetch usually 
makes a bigger growth by April 1 than 
do Austrian field peas, crimson clover, 
bur clover, and other winter legumes. 


The farmer should fix in mind a de- 


gree of growth that is sufficient to 
bring the best returns that are possi- 
ble in plowing under succulant crops 
in the spring, and to plow under as 
quickly as that growth has been at- 
tained. The results from plowing' un- 
der vetch 15 inches tall are likely to be 
better than results from growth 30 
inches in height. All vegetation plow- 
ed into the soil should be well cov- 
ered.

Plowing under of a large 
volume of vegetation matter in the 
fall does not create a problem, but 
adds much more to the content of soil 
humus.
